T EST IFIES BEFORE CORONER 


Other Testimony is 
Taken 
Today 


But Verdict Will Not be Filed 


For a Few Days Yet. 


A verdict from the coroner <>u the 
mysterious death of Joseph Cleven­ 


ger, who was found last Saturday 


morning with a bullet wound in his 


chest, cannot be expected for several 


days as he and tlie prosecutor have 


not completed their investigation. 


The officers examined Jo h n 
Lee, 


the negro in tlie case,

Butts, who is believed 1o

third party to the alleged crime, at 


the county jail this 
morning 
and 
again 
examined 
Mrs. 
Clevenger, 


widow of the man alleged to have 
been murdered, the two b o y s, Glad­ 


stone and Joseph, and the little girl, 


this 
afternoon. 
Coroner 
Barnett 


stated that he would he in no hurry 
about tiling his verdict a s he desired 


to investigate completely the mys­ 
tery to his own satisfaction. 


Coroner Barnett stated that he did 


not wish to give out any of the t e s ­ 
timony offered in his investigation 


until after the verdict 
was 
made. 
The coroner, and prosecutor went to 


the jail about nine-thirty o’clock this 


morning and began the examination 


of Butts and Lee. 
The 
testimony 


was taken by a stenographer and the 


only witnesses were the police and 


Sheriff Cavitt. 
The work of exam­ 
ining Lee and Butts was completed 


shortly afternoon and then the par­ 
ty went to the office of 
Prosecutor 
Smith where Mrs. Clevenger 
and 


children were again questioned. 


According to 
the 
officials, 
Lee 


stuck to his first story in his exam­ 


ination by the coroner. 
It w a s the 
first opportunity the coroner has had 
of examining 
Butts. 
Butts 
denied 


all knowledge of 
any 
wrong-doing, 


and stated positively that 
he 
was 


asleep when the shot was fired. 
He. 


s a y s he never saw the negro and 


that Clevenger did not call to 
him 


before leaving the 
house.

according to Coroner Barnett. 


Mrs. Clevenger’s srory 
agreed in 


every particular, except one, to that 


told by the uegrof and one 
of

twigs of pine trees.

piauscs a deformity which is serious 
in ornamental trees 
and 
in 
tree- 
grown for lumber makes a crooked 
growth and a consequent waste when 
the tree is cut. 
In Europe the insect not only a t­ 
tacks all native pines but is equally 
injurious to American species cul­ 
tivated 
there. 
The

states that the young larvae came 
into this country within the bud'- on 
imported pine seedlings which have 
com# from France, 
England, Hol­ 
land, Belgium or Germany.
